Three new paramedics for the Agawam Fire 
Department were sworn in recently in front of Agawam 
Town Hall. 

Fire Chief David Pisano told The Agawam 
Advertiser News that Agawam achieved paramedic 
status in 1995, but he believes that at that time there 
were just two paramedics in the Fire Department - 
Brian Keefe and Randy Cushing. Now Agawam has 
19 paramedics. 

The three paramedics new to the Agawam Fire 
Department are Raymond J. Lemek, firefighter/para¬ 
medic, from North Attleboro, MA; Mark J. Kimball, fire¬ 
fighter/paramedic, from Sterling, MA; and James M. 


Kalbaugh, firefighter/paramedic, from Chicopee. 

According to Pisano, it takes two years of training 
for a firefighter to achieve paramedic level certifica¬ 
tion. Springfield College and some community col¬ 
leges offer the certification in the state. 

“Some areas require that their paramedics become 
medical technicians prior to taking the certification 
course,” Pisano noted. “But here, a person can go 
right for their paramedic certification." 

In order for Agawam to get paramedic licensing, 
Pisano said that the town applied for a paramedic

the Agawam Police and Randy Cushing of the AFD 
were already at paramedic level. 

“After that, we continued to grow, adding para¬ 
medic Brian Keefe. Today, we have 19 paramedics. 
And because we have one paramedic and one emer¬ 
gency medical technician on the ambulance, our 
paramedics can perform to their skills level." 

To achieve full paramedic level, two paramedics on 
an ambulance are required. 

“We are always looking at ways to expand and 
improve services to the town,” Pisano said. 

On another note, Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
expressed his approval, saying, “This is another step 
toward Agawam’s ability to meet the requirements of 
manning our platform truck and our new ambulance."

involved in many projects and volunteered in many 
capacities. She and many of her fellow church mem¬ 
bers have had a special relationship with the Parish 
Cupboard for many years. 

“The gift from Feeding Hills Congregational Church 
serves the Parish Cupboard in at least three ways,” 
stated Candy Boucher, executive director of Parish 
Cupboard.

Rosemary Sandlin, a member of the Agawam 
School Committee and president of the 
Massachusetts Association of School Committees 
(MASC) joined the presidents of 49 other state school 
board associations and over 8,000 school board 
members from across the country at the National 
School Boards Association (NSBA) annual convention 
held April 6th-9th in New Orleans.

VA increases 
burial benefits 
for veterans 

Under a new law, the Department of Veterans 
Affairs will increase reimbursement for funeral 
expenses, and cemetery plots, and provide markers 
for veterans’ graves. 

The law states that if a veteran dies of a service- 
connected disability, the burial and funeral expense 
allowance will increase from $1,500 to $2,000. Also, 
the new law provides an increase in the cemetery plot 
allowance for qualified veterans from $150 to $300. 
These changes are effective for deaths that occurred 
on or after December 1, 2001. 

The Veterans Administration can now honor 
requests for government markers for veterans buried 
in private cemeteries, even if their graves have head¬ 
stones or markers furnished at private expense. Prior 
to the new law, the VA was prevented from providing 
markers in that situation. In the past, people who sub¬ 
mitted VA applications to receive a government mark¬ 
er had to certify that the veteran’s grave was 
unmarked. 

Some families complained of the unfairness 
because they were ineligible, since they had already 
purchased a marker, and could not obtain the gov¬ 
ernment’s free marker to commemorate their loved 
one’s service as a veteran. Now, even if the grave is 
already marked, a request for an additional marker 
can be fulfilled. The marker is to be placed only in a

Make sure you have 
two ways out in 
the event of a fire 
in your home

Fire! In your home? No, you think. But, what if it 
did? Would you and your family know what to do? 
Would they react safely? 

The primary problem surrounding home fire deaths 
is the belief by individuals that they won’t have an 
accidental fire, so they aren’t prepared when a fire 
occurs and react improperly when a fire does occur. 
Family members should plan ahead by taking the fol¬ 
lowing actions in the event their homes are stricken 
by a fire: 

* Install and maintain smoke detectors (at least one 
on each level, and one outside each bedroom area). 

* Every occupant should know two ways out of 
each bedroom - a primary exit (usually the door) and 
a secondary exit (the window) - should the doorway 
be blocked. 

* For primary exit escapes, make sure everyone 
knows to crawl out on their hands and knees below 
the smoke. Placing a cloth over their nose and mouth 
may also reduce smoke inhalation. 

* Some family members may need assistance 
escaping, such as infants, small children, and the eld-

cemetery, and the VA will only send the marker to a 
designated cemetery for placement. This new provi¬ 
sion for markers applies to veterans whose death 
occurs on or after December 27, 2001. 

The plot allowance of $300 is paid when a veteran 
is buried in a non-government cemetery. The veteran 
must meet one of the following three criteria: they 
must have been eligible to receive VA disability com¬ 
pensation or a VA pension, or were discharged from 
military service due to disability, or died in a VA hos¬ 
pital. 

“The burial benefits specified in the Veterans 
Education and Benefits Expansion Act of 2001 is a 
modest increase, but an increase nonetheless. I see 
this as an indication of the enduring appreciation and 
support our nation and its leadership continue to 
show to our veterans for the service they gave,” com¬ 
mented Commissioner Tom Kelley, Massachusetts 
Department of Veterans’ Services.

* Make sure everyone knows not to attempt to 
extinguish the fire or grab valuables. 

* Once family members are outside at the distin¬ 
guished meeting place, if possible, an adult should go 
to a neighbor’s house and dial 911.

spayed/neutered dogs is $10. 

If you are unable to come in during the above 
times, you may pick up a mail-in Dog License 
Application in the Records office between 8:00 a.m. 
and 12:00 noon and from 1:00-4:00 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. 

The penalty for failure to license a dog under the 
Massachusetts General Law Chapter 140, Section 
137 is $25 per dog, and owners who fail to license 
their dog prior to June 1, 2002 will be subject to this 
fine. 

There are other reasons to license your dog other 
than the fact that it’s the law. A licensed dog allows for 
a dog that has been found to be returned to its owner 
without having to be placed in the kennel, and the 
owner being charged confinement fees. Another very 
good reason is that if a dog has been injured and 
transported to an animal hospital, the owner can be 
contacted and can give authorization for the veteri¬ 
narian to begin treatment to save the dog’s life. 
Without the owner’s authorization, the veterinarian is 
only obligated to keep the animal stable for a reason¬ 
able amount of time while the owner can be located. 

A licensed dog also means that the dog. has been 
vaccinated for rabies. Any time a pet that is not cur¬ 
rent on its rabies vaccination comes in contact with an 
animal that is tested positive for rabies, the State 
Health Dept, advises that the pet be euthanized 
immediately. 

Given these reasons, licensing your dog means 
that it’s just plain, good common sense to do so.

In addition to the pancakes and the 6,000 pictures 
on diplay at the May 19th breakfast at the Agawam 
High School cafeteria, a number of historic artifacts 
from the Music Department’s history will be on sale 
during the morning hours. 

There are no more Agawam Trivia Games that 
were produced in 1989 to provide a trust fund for 
band scholarships. However, there are a number of 
the booklets available that include some 1,200 ques¬ 
tions on Agawam history under the categories of 
Music and Art, Business, Town History, Sports, and 
General Aspects. 

Four different booklets were provided with each 
game and a number of sets of these will be on sale 
during the breakfast, which is being held to help raise 
funds for music to be used in the "Coliseum 
Spectacular” as part of Agawam's Sesquicentennial 
Celebration in 2005. 

There will also be sets of four postcards that were 
put together in 1968 showing the Captain Leonard 
House, the Minerva Davis Library, the main entrance 
of Agawam High School, and the High School band 
on Harmon Smith Field during a football halftime. 
Additional single postcards show the band on the field 
at Veterans’ Stadium in 1972, and later at the same 
location in 1973 with a slightly revised formation. 

A few seven-inch 33 RPM records with the band’s 
music from the 1972 contest and a 1974 and 1975 
interstate contest in New Jersey are available, and we 
hope to make some cassettes from these. 

Finally, a number of programs from band concerts 
and musicals will also be on hand (with further details 
on these to appear in another article in the near 
future). 

This week’s "Musical Memories” show the Agawam 
High School band on the field at Veterans’ Stadium 
for the North American Marching Band Championship 
in October 1972. The Band Front (formerly the Color 
Guard and Majorette Team) for that year shows some 
changes with an added section of 16 flags wearing 
Indian headdresses formerly worn by the baton team. 
New flags for the group were made by Ruth Davis. 
The baton twirlers were incorporated into the main 
unit on sabers. Featured twirlers during the 70s were 
Nancy DeCosmo, Debbie Murphy, Rose Amar, 
Carlene Perusse, Lynn Perry, Shirley Mahoney, and 
Heidi Meister. Color Guard captains for the 1972-73 
year were Francine Mancini and Lynn Davis. 

As the band went into its first major contest since 
the 1962 trip to Iowa for the national “Music Man” con¬ 
test, they discovered Band Front units that numbered 
over 100 people; in succeeding years, the Agawam 
unit gradually increased to one including 60 girls dur¬ 
ing the 1980s. 

At the Veterans’ Stadium contest, the national 
band magazine Ruffles and Flourishes is quoted as 
reporting that the “Agawam Marching Mohawks 
pulled the stunner of the day in placing third for the 
parade event behind Dickenson High of Wilmington, 
Delaware and the Cardinal Dougherty Band of 
Philadelphia” from a 6,000-student high school that 
had recently won the World Band Championship in 
Holland.

Acne scars... 

Acne scars are the result of pimples that have 
become inflamed or infected. There are two types of 
acne scars, pigmented scars and ice pick scars. The 
average whitehead is not likely to cause a scar 
because it is not inflamed. If you start to pick at it, bac¬ 
teria could be introduced, thus causing an infection. 
This is when you could run the risk of scarring. 

Pigmented acne scars result from the collection of 
pigment cells in a blemish during the healing process. 
Darker-skinned women are more prone to this type of 
scar because their skin has a significant amount of 
pigment in it already. It is seen as a purplish-brown 
mark left after the blemish goes away. 

The treatment varies from over-the-counter prod¬ 
ucts to more aggressive in-office treatments. 
Bleaching creams, like Porcelena, contain two-per- 
cent hydroquinone (an effective bleaching agent that 
inhibits the production of melanin in the skin) and is 
used in conjunction with glycolic acid-based lotions. 
Because acne scars lie deep under the skin, it could 
take up to six weeks before you see any noticeable 
improvement. 

If you do not see any improvement after two 
months, your dermatologist may prescribe a stronger 
hydroquinone-based bleaching cream which is used 
with a retinoid cream like Retin-A. (The FDA classifies 


hydroquinone as a drug, so higher concentrations are 
only given by prescription.) The more severe scarring 
seems to respond well to a series of chemical peels. 
This can take up to four months before you see 
results. 

Ice pick acne scars leave crater-like impressions 
in the skin and are more common in lighter-skinned 
individuals. This is usually a result from more severe 
pustule-like acne, which can cause an indent on the 
skin. The best results are achieved with dermabrasion 
or lasers. Dermabrasion removes the surface layer of 
skin with high-speed sanding. A rapidly rotating wheel 
or circular brush literally scrapes away the tissue. 
Laser technology seems to be leading our industry 
into exciting new developments towards beautiful 
skin. 

Laser is an acronym: light amplification by stimu¬ 
lated emission of radiation (a device that produces a 
concentrated beam of light). Two factors, wavelength 
and aim, affect the actions of a laser beam. The wave¬ 
length determines how deeply the light penetrates into 
the skin and how it is absorbed. Aim is crucial 
because only cells in the beam's direct path are 
affected, while neighboring cells are unharmed. 

Laser treatments are ideally suited to ice pick 
scars. The laser burns away the scar tissue. The 
treated area will be red and tender for a few days but 
has shown good results. Laser treatment is not rec¬ 
ommended for darker-skinned women because they 
have a strong chance of experiencing pigmentation 
problems, such as patches of lighter or darker skin. 
These women should stick to chemical peels and 
retinoids for the most effective results.

The Second Annual Native American Veterans’ 
Pow Wow will be held on May 11th and 12th at the 
Polish-American Club Gust past the center of Feeding 
Hills). The Pow Wow will take place from 10:00 a.m.

The Second Annual Pow Wow (which is intertribal) 
will present lead dancer Spottedhorse and his wife, 
White Hawk Woman.

Gamache” of the Abenaki/Cree, and Rev. Rainbow

Chief Grey Fox of West Springfield, an Abenaki, is 
the duly appointed chief of Southern New England by 
a council of elders and tribal leaders of the Abenaki 
Nation. 

A Pow Wow is an event that has taken place for 
years and years where Native American people came 
together to swap and trade goods, such as pottery, 
leather goods, and dried meats. They would have a 
feast to share their foods (called a potlatch), and all 
would sing and dance - adults, children, males, and 
females - to the beat of the drum. 

The dancing and the set-up of the Pow Wow was 
always circular. This was to represent all life and the 
cycles of life always work in a circle, and that’s the 
way of all Native Americans.

Who deserves to go to heaven? 

“Do not let your hearts be troubled. Trust in 
God; trust also in Me. In My Father’s house are 
many rooms; if it were not so, / would have told 
you. I am going there to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come 
back and take you to be with Me that you also may 
be where I am." 

Jesus said these things to His disciples as He was 
preparing them for His departure. After having spent 
about three years with them, He knew that His earth¬ 
ly sojourn was coming to a conclusion. Jesus did not, 
however, ever say “Good bye" to His disciples. If we 
were to translate what Jesus said into our modern ver¬ 
nacular, it was more like “See you later." 

Some people have attempted to use these words 
of Jesus to suggest that in the end, everybody goes to 
heaven. Specifically, they cite His comment, “In My 
Father’s house there are many rooms” to try to 
prove their point. By “many rooms” they say that 
people of all religious persuasions are candidates for 
heaven. Every Christian who is influenced by the 
heart of God wishes that somehow that was true. 
Sadly, we know it isn’t. 

When Jesus spoke about “many rooms,” He was¬ 
n’t referring to all the people in the world. He was 
speaking specifically to, and about, His followers. 
Jesus went on to explain, “/ am the way and the 

truth and the life. No one comes to the Father 
except through Me. ” 

Some people may take exception to the suggestion 
that not everybody is going to heaven. It may not 
seem to be fair that “good people” might not make it. 
Of course, the problem then becomes, where does 
one draw the line? We might all agree that Adolph 
Hitler was such a monster that there is no way he 
should have gone to heaven when he died. But what 
about Yasser Arafat? He draws something of a split 
decision. Some people in the world see Arafat as a 
freedom fighter. Others see Arafat as being equivalent 
to Usama bin Laden. Hitler and Arafat are but two of 
the many billions of people whose lives are subject to 
judgement. What about the people who have been 
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involved in the scandals which make the headlines? 
How about the ones whose scandals don’t make the 
headlines? The list goes on and on. Finally, what 
about us? Who deserves to go to heaven? 

The bottom line is that none of us deserves to go to 
heaven. The Bible says for all have sinned and fall 
short of the glory of God. Not just some, but all. Not 
even many, but all. None of us are fit candidates for 
heaven, based solely upon our own merits. If God 
even attempted to determine that the sum total of one 
person’s sins was ultimately okay, but that in other 
people’s cases it was not okay, He might fairly be con¬ 
sidered to be arbitrary and capricious. But God is not 
arbitrary and capricious. God is perfectly fair and just 
in all His ways. 

Sin is a terrible thing. Among the terrible conse¬ 
quences of sin is the determination that none of us 
deserves to go to heaven. What we deserve is death. 
The Bible says that the wages of sin is death. Since 
the wages of sin is death, the only question that 
remains is who is going to die for our sins? . 

Believe it or not, even though we don’t have a 
choice about whether or not we are sinners, we do 
have a choice as to who will die to pay the penalty for 
the sins we’ve committed. Why can we make such a 
choice? Because God Himself says so. 

The Bible affirms that God is perfectly just and fair 
about our sins, and that we would be nothing more 
and nothing less than foolhardy to think or hope oth¬ 
erwise. Since you call on a Father who judges 
each person’s life impartially, live your lives in 
reverent fear. If that was all the Holy Spirit said about 
our lot, we would have plenty to worry about. But 
there’s more! 

For you know that it was not with perishable 
things such as silver or gold that you were 
redeemed from the empty way of life handed 
down to you from your forefathers, but with the 
precious blood of Christ, a lamb without blemish 
or defect. The reason Jesus could die for our sins is 
because He was not already busy dying for His own, 
because He was perfect. 

When did God come up with the plan to rescue us 
from the power and destiny of sin? Since before the 
beginning of human history. He was chosen before 
the creation of the world, but was revealed in 
these last times for your sake. Through Him you 
believe in God, who raised Him from the dead and 
glorified Him, so that your faith and hope are in 
God.

1 was 17 when I first examined the gospel. Not that I felt I needed to, mind you. I was a 
churchgoer, a do-gooder, and above all I was sincere.

Temporary alimony 


Question: My husband was ordered to pay me 
$300 per week as temporary alimony. I understand 
that a final alimony order will be entered by the court 
at my divorce hearing. My problem is that my hus¬ 
band has recently paid me late. Sometimes he does¬ 
n’t pay me for three weeks. I often have to call him 
and remind him to pay me. How can I ensure that he 
will pay my alimony as ordered by the court? 

Answer: An important factor in every divorce 
agreement or divorce judgement is ensuring the 
security of alimony payments. There are many 
options available to the parties provided by 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 208. 

These options include attachment of assets, wage 
assignments, trustee process, enjoying the sale of 
property, and requesting the payor to maintain a life 
insurance policy for the benefit of the payee. 

The life insurance policy is probably the most wide¬ 
ly used security for payment of alimony; however, 
obviously as the insurance becomes payable only 
upon the death of the payor, it is security for the pay¬ 
ment of future alimony. A wage assignment is com¬ 
monly used to secure the week-to-week alimony pay¬ 
ment. You should discuss all of these options with 
your DIVORCE ATTORNEY.

Golf iojuries 

Golfers are a different breed. My husband, who is 
a golfer, can be dying from flu symptoms. Amazingly 
enough, he can feel well enough to play a round of 
golf. He justifies it by saying the fresh air and walking 
will do him good. Right. 

Golfers do not handle injuries well. I cannot say to 
a golfer, “You need to rest from the activity for two 
weeks to allow the area to heal.” They look at me like 
I’m nuts. “But, Doc, I’ve got a tournament to play in 
tomorrow. Fix me up now.” 

If a golfer is experiencing tendinitis or back strain, 
it’s not the pain that bothers them or motivates them 
to come into the office. It’s because their golf score 
has increased 10-15 strokes, and they’re mad! So, for 
you golfers out there, it's important to prevent prob¬ 
lems from happening now. 

Golf is not a rigorous sport, but it has its share of 
injuries. The back is a vulnerable area for golfers. The 
injuries can range from lumbo-sacral strains to herni¬ 
ated discs. The elbows, hands, wrists, shoulders, and 
the knees are also common sites of complaints. The 
majority of golf injuries result from overuse. Poor 
technique may also contribute to the onset of injury. 
Golfers who grip the handle tightly and who smash 
the ball are the most likely to suffer with elbow ten¬ 
dinitis. Wrist and hand problems can develop if the 
club makes contact with the ground repetitively. 
Rotator cuff injuries may also result, especially in the 
older golfer. 

Strengthening exercises are an important part of 
treatment for golf injuries. For example, most back 
injuries are associated with poor conditioning and/or 
lack of preplay warm-up exercise. Overall flexibility 
and strengthening are the KEY to PREVENTION. You 
can play golf with a beer belly, but you probably won’t 
get the same results as if you’re in good physical con¬ 
dition, and you're going to be more prone to injury.

Health Dept, 
to offer vaccine 
to HS seniors 

The Agawam Health Department will be sending 
out a packet to parents and guardians of all High 
School seniors. This packet will contain information 
regarding Meningitis/Meningococcal Disease, and the 
vaccine Menomune. 

The Center for Disease Control (CDC) recom¬ 
mends that all college freshmen residing in dorminto- 
ries consider receiving this vaccination. Studies have 
shown that there is a six-fold increased risk of con¬ 
tracting meningitis for students in this age group. 

The recommendation further states that other 
undergraduate students who wish to reduce their risk 
for the disease also consider vaccination. Colleges in 
Connecticut are now mandating vaccination prior to 
admission.

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What should I eat? 

1. I’d like to eat more soy. How can I easily add 
soy to my diet? Faith, West Springfield 

Adding soy foods to your diet may help reduce 
your risk of heart disease and some cancers. 
Basically, there are three ways to add soy. 

First, you could use soy milk products to replace 
some cow’s milk products. Soy milk can be used just 
as you would use cow’s milk - for drinking, with cere¬ 
al, or in cooking. You can also get soy cheese and soy 
yogurt. If you do this, be sure to get a soy milk, 
cheese, or yogurt that is fortified with calcium and 
vitamin B-12 since you’ll be reducing these nutrients 
if you reduce the dairy products. 

Next, you can use soy to replace some meat in 
your diet. Get tofu or a soy-based product that looks 
like ground beef to use in casseroles and stir fries. 
Buy some soy veggie burgers, hot dogs, and 
sausages as convenient and healthy replacements 
for the real thing. 

Finally, if you’re trying to cut back on crunchy snack 
foods, soy nuts make a nutritious substitute. Just one- 
quarter cup gives you 15 grams of soy protein. But 
that one-quarter cup also provides 200 calories. Do, 
don’t think, “the more the better,” or you may end up 
with too many calories from soy nuts. 

2. What are the health benefits of royal jelly? 
Bob, Feeding Hills 

My husband is a beekeeper, so I know more about 
bees than I ever thought I would. Royal jelly is the 
milky secretion made by the worker bees to feed the 
queen bee to stimulate her growth and development. 
It sounds like royal jelly is pretty special stuff, so peo¬ 
ple who sell it claim it can fight fatigue, promote 
weight loss, give a youthful glow, and enhance mem¬ 
ory and sexuality and much more. 

However, while royal jelly may be great for a queen 
bee, there are no good studies to support the long list 
of health claims to humans. Royal jelly probably won’t 
be harmful to most people, but you should avoid it if 
you have asthma or are suseptible to allergies. 
Bottom line - unless you’re a queen bee, experts say

Getting to the bottom of ground beef... 

We hear a lot about ground beef in the news. Is 
there a reason to be wary of the meat that we buy? 
The reason that the government suggests that you 
cook hamburg “well done” is because the outside has 
become the inside, and the inside the outside. If you 
are going to eat a steak, all of the outside gets 
cooked. The interior has a measure of safety. 

There are times when a steer is being processed 
(cut up) that an imperfection in the meat can be cut

and any fluids run over the surface of the meat. In that 
steak, anything bad for us to consume is heated to a 
temperature that will destroy organisms. 

In ground beef, nothing is separated, It is all mixed 
together, so if you do not achieve a high enough tem¬ 
perature to kill any bacteria well ... you get the point? 
So, the best thing is to know your butcher and don’t 
eat the ground beef too rare. 

How about those numbers you see on the package 
... 80 - 20, 90-10? That is an indicator on the amount 
of fat mixed with the lean beef. You need some fat to 
make the meat taste good; if it's too lean, the meat will 
be dry and almost tasteless. Most sausage will be 
about 40 percent fat (wow - now you know why it is so 
tasty); some buy the “diet lean” (90 percent lean). 

If I am buying ground beef, I look for the 80 - 20; it 
has the best taste. If I really want to watch the calo¬ 
ries, I buy ground turkey, cook it, and drain off the fat. 

To get really to the point, add a little water and sim¬ 
mer for a minute or two and drain. Now, add this to a 
Bolonaise sauce or use this to make almost fat-free 
tacos or burritos. If you want to add some zest to the 
ground turkey, before you cook it add some teriyaki 
sauce, minced garlic, and parsley; then, form into pat¬ 
ties and cook out on the grill. On the buns, use a low- 
or no-fat salad dressing on the lettuce, onions, and 
pickles. Squeeze the turkey burger in, and you will 
hardly miss the hamburg. 

I still enjoy a good burger. If low fat isn’t a concern, 
try going to Cooks in the Kitchen; ask for the Big 
Burger Special, and tell them not to overcook it. The 
bacon and mayo may be a killer, but what a way to go! 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude": it’s not what 
you’re eating, it’s whom you’re dining with!

A much-honored artist 
who has played before royal¬ 
ty and many heads of gov¬ 
ernment, Watts received the 
Avery Fisher Prize in 1988. 
When he was 26 years of 
age, he became the 
youngest person ever to 
receive an Honorary 
Doctorate from Yale 
University, and he has since 
received numerous such 
honors.

After teaching for 32 years at Agawam High 
School, Larry O’Brien is looking forward to his retire¬ 
ment while simultaneously, looking behind at many 
wonderful memories.

I have writeen 
short stories, too, and am working at publication of 
these. I also wrote an educational article about a 
World War II newspaper." 

After retirement, O'Brien plans “...to do more writ¬ 
ing, and also to do some oil paintings. I have had 
classes in drawing, but will take some in oil painting.” 

He also plays folk guitar and will play more fre¬ 
quently after he retires. “I want to keep working, 
maybe teaching day classes at a local college, per¬ 
haps as an adjunct professor in English and writing. I 
also plan to visit Ireland with my wife. My father’s fam¬ 
ily came from there. We want to see as much of the 
country as we possibly can." 

After earning his bachelor of arts, O’Brien was a 
newspaper reporter for what used to be the “Holyoke 
Transcript." He then taught at a private school for two 
years, then taught at Agawam Junior High School for 
one year, followed by 32 years of total commitment to 
the students at AHS, to the quality of their education, 
and to creating or continuing opportunities that would 
inspire them to strive for their highest potential. 

On scrolling down his list of qualifications and 
accomplishments, the ones that stand out most promi¬ 
nently are the students who were influenced to strive 
for their highest objectives due to the encourage¬ 
ments and training of Larry O’Brien.

Whose story is it? 

You know, how many times have you said to your 
son or your daughter, “Hey, what’s the problem? Tell 
me your story; let me hear what's troubling you? And 
then, perhaps he does decide to share, but here’s the 
rub. As he tells you his story, you start interjecting with 
stories of your own, so instead of really listening to his 
events, you start sharing yours. As a matter of fact, 
your mind is racing ahead to ideas of your own that 
you wish to bring to the table so that you really are not 
zeroing in on what your child is trying to impart to you. 

And you know what? Your child feels this, internal¬ 
izes it, and then says to himself, “Why should I both¬ 
er telling my story? Obviously, it’t not that important 
and is not really being listened to.” 

So, you guessed it, your child shuts up and 
decides not to continue with his tale. I mean, what’s in 
it for him? Nothing ... so why bother? As a matter of 
fact, it is hurtful and annoying to him that you are not 
really listening; he does not feel worthwhile. You, on 
the other hand, are busy with your own agenda; 
you're caught up with it and, therefore, miss much of 
the gist of what your child has been trying to tell you. 
Sound familiar? It probably does if you really stop to 
think about it. 

That’s because the hardest thing is really to listen. 
We are so busy thinking ahead and wanting to get our 
own two cents in that we do not give the other person 
space to speak. We may hear for the moment, but we 
do not listen for a length of time. 

I remember one mother who came into my office. 
She said to her son, “Tell me why you are so angry at 
me. I mean, if you just share with me your feelings, 
then we can deal with them together." 

I thought, “Boy, this is pretty good.” Well, her son 
started to open his mouth, but as soon as he did, the 
mother quickly interrupted and raced ahead with her 
own thoughts, not allowing her child time to get a 
word in edgewise. It was actually incredible and then 
she had the audacity to say, “See, you really never let 
me know how you feel; so what do you expect from 
me anyway ... I mean, I am not a mind reader, you 
know?" 

And so the conversation progressed ... although it 
was clearly a one-sided conversation which left nei¬ 
ther party too thrilled! 

Next time you ask your child to share, make sure 
you button your lip; make sure you sit with your child, 
have eye contact, show your child you are truly inter¬ 
ested in what he is saying, and listen, listen, listen. Do 
not interrupt until your child is done imparting his tale. 
Then, do feel free to offer your thoughts, but offer 
them without negating what he shared with you. Make 
him feel that his thoughts are important and you do 
that by paying attention to him. You’ll be surprised; 
you will learn so much and will actually encourage 
your child to share more information with you. 

Remember, it is important to keep in mind just 
whose story it is. If you are reading one book, you cer¬ 
tainly don't want to confuse the issue by reading 
another one at the same time. If you were to do that, 
your train of thought would get confused and the main 
points of the story would become blurred. So, stick to 
the one story... his ... then when it is finished, you can 
embellish on the thoughts presented, help to decipher 
them, and perhaps even take issue with some of 
them. But at least, by first listening, his story will have 
been heard. After all, it was not your story to begin 
with; so don’t try to own it!
